Archbishop Say 


Madrid —(NC)—Some Spanish | 
workers today consider themselves 
“slaves” who are not bought and 
sold as of old but “rented” by 
management. 


This statement of the Spanish 
worker’s case was given by Arch- 
bishop Marcelino Olaechea of Loiz- 
aga of Valencia during a lecture 
at the “Patronal Social Institute” 
in Valencia. The lecture has now 
been printed in Ecclesia here, the 
organ of Spanish Catholic Action. 


Archbishop Olaechea stated that 
his report on the feelings of labo 
was based upon findings obtai 
by well educated and good workers 
who searched “into the hearts of 
workers.” 


“Valencian workers are not po- 
litical either in heart or mind,” 
the Archbishop said. “They lack 
confidence in trade unions, and 
consider them to be basically po- 
litical agents of management. I am 
not referring to apprentices or 
young workers. 


“The workers want a change, 
without knowing what, like a sick 
person tossing around, they con- 
sider management and the wealthy 
a hinderance to them. They view 
the army and the Church as sup- 
porters of these. They are against 
them in the following order: man- 
agement, the wealthy, the Church 
—which they do not respect—and 
the army, which they fear. 


“Workers fee] that the minimum 
salary is a starvation wage and 
consequently unjust. Without tak- 
ing into account either the civil 
war or World War II, they con- 
sider their plight the result of 
greed by management and of lux- 
ury afd lavishness by the wealthy. 


“Because of the deductions from 
their wages, the workers do not 
appreciate the social benefits, al- 
though they take advantage of 
them, These are family subsidies, 
strike, accident, old age, sickness 
and death insurances. They feel 
that if in addition to their present 
salary they were given another 
wage, equalling the amount taken 
out by taxes,’then they would have 
a fair salary.” 


Archbishop Olaechea stated that 
his interviewers found that a 
“shockingly” high percentage of 
the workers—‘not less than 75 
percent” had illicit sexual rela- 
tions. This held true for both 
married and unmarried, the Arch- 
bishop said. 


“The unmarried do not marry,” 
the Archbishop stated. “The mar- 
ried consider their wives in terms 


of pleasure, avoiding children as 


much as possible.”

Bible Class Studies 


CCORDING to the account of 

Moses, just what was the suc- 

cession of creatures in the six days 
of creation? 

In the very first verses of the 
first chapter of Genesis God tells 
us through Moses that on the first 
day He called light into being and 
then divided the light from the 
darkness (vv. 3-5). 

On the second day He created 
the firmament “made amidst the 
waters,” and divided the waters 
above the firmament from those 
below (vv. 6-8). 

On fo third day He divided the 
waters below the firmament from 
the land and thus the different con- 
tinents of the earth were formed. 
The Bible expressly tells us that 
God called “the dry land Earth; 
and the gathering together of the 
waters, He called Seas.” On the 
same day He created the plant life 
and the fruit tree. (vv. 9-12). 

On the fourth day He created 


the sun, moon and stars. Moses 
tells us that the purpose of these 


luminaries was to divide the day 
from the night,-and to establish 
the different seasons of the year; 
to spread light over the earth (vv. 
14-18). 


Since we calculate our days from 
sunrise to sunrise, and the sun was 
not created until the fourth day, 
it is likely that the word “day” 
represented a “period of time” 
which might be as short or as long 
as science may prove it to be. 


On the fifth day God created 
“creeping things having life” as 
well as the birds of the air and 
various forms of fowl. He also 
filled the seas with living things 
“the great whales and every living 
and moving creature which the 
waters brought forth according to 
their kinds, and every winged fowl 
according to its kind.” And God 
bade them “increase and multiply, 
and fill the waters of the sea; and 
let the birds be multiplied upon the 
earth.” 

On the sixth day animal life was 


created, “beasts of the earth ac- 
cording to their kinds, and cattle, 
and every thing that creepeth on 
the earth after its kind.” 

On this day God also created 
man who was to be king and rule 
over His entire creation on earth. 
“Let him have dominion over the 
fishes of the sea, and the fowls of 
the air, and the beasts, and whole 
earth, and every creeping creature 
ay moveth upon the earth” (ver. 

The dignity and the greatness 
of man are seen in the very words 
God used, words which suggest 
that the Holy Trinity took counsel, 
for we read, “Let Us make man to 
Our image and likeness ... for 

created man to His own im- 
age; to the image of God did He 
create him.” 

Science has never disproved that 
things were created in the order 
mentioned in Genesis, In fact in- 
vestigations by scientists, as far 
as they were capable of pursuing 


them, confirm the Bible story. 


Dignity Of Man Stressed By God In Creation 


There is no doubt about the ability 
of God to have brought into being 
the material things recounted in 


Genesis, as well as all living 
things, in six ordinary days or in 
six ordinary seconds. In fact, God 


only needs to will that a thing 


come into being to have immediate 
response, such as “let there be.” 
But, as we have already noted, if 
geologists and other scientists are 
able to prove that parts of the 
material world are many thou- 
sands, and even many million years 
old, the Church would not oppose 
their findings.

Yes, it is water in a sort of gas- 
eous state which, according to the 
Bible (Gen. 7:11) was released at 
the time of the deluge, from the

Is Thomas an éxample for us -in 
this cynical age of disbelief?

We can follow the example of 
Thomas and appeal directly to the 
Almighty to resolve our doubts, 
How? By prayer. 


Remember, the Catechism teach- 
es that prayer is a “high privi- 
lege”; prayer is simply a matter 
of fixing the attention of our mind 
on God and lifting our hearts up 
to Him with love. 


There are many fine prayers 
written in books, but we don’t have 
to use them. If we are besieged by 
doubts, all we have to do is lift up 
our minds and hearts to 
talk to God, ask for understanding, 
ask for an end to our doubts, ask 
for the peace which comes with 
faith. Men can help us to find the 
way; books can teach us many 
things. But prayer—the direct ap- 
peal to God—will ultimately do the 
most good. 


Will God appear to us and tell 
us to believe ? Not in the flesh, per- 
haps, but-He will certainly come to 
us in the spirit. Remem what 
Jesus told Thomas after He satis- 
fied the apostle’s curiosity: “Bless. 
ed are they who have‘not seen, and 
yet have believed.” 


Christ did not promise to. make 
a@ personal appearance to each one 
of us, but He did promise His bless- 
ings for those who would believe 
without seeing. And since He made 
that promise, it is only proper that 
we should ask Him to keep it in our

Spon- 
sored by a woman named Emily 
Bissell, who hoped to raise $300 to 
help treat eight charity TB 
patients being treated by a group 
of doctors in Wilmington, Del. 
Miss Bissell’s sale raised $3,000 
and it has continued ever since, 
raising gratifying sums each year 
to finance Tuberculosis education 
and treatment projects. Before her 
death in 1948, Miss Bissell looked 
back upon her years of service and 
said of the Christmas Seal Crusade, 
“I see thousands who had no hope 
and who have it now.” 


Deaths from Tuberculosis in this 
country have decreased 85 percent 
since 1904, but there are still 40,000 
deaths from the disease in this 
country each year. The disease can 
be prevented and, once contracted, 
can be cured. The Christmas Seal 
Sale is the medium of raising the 
funds to get the message of how it 
can be prevented and how it can be 
cured to the public.

Finally, I was talking to a prot- 
estant friend of mine who said this 
of his religious sect: “I think we 
have the reputation of being the 
‘singingest’ church on earth. We 
may not be too strong on ritual, 
but when the good old hymns be- 
gin, we make the arches ring and I 
think we get the attention of the 
angels.” 

Now I started a slight and mild 
protest last week at the silence of 
my Catholic compatriots. The 
vague mumble that is their answer 
to the prayers after mass was my 
springboard for protest. But I 
could have gone into a dozen lit- 
tle zones of silence: The hymns 
that constitute community singing 
at Benediction; the answers that 
are supposed to ring out loud and 
clear wea the Rosary is recited; 
the “Holy God” that comes at the 
end of evening services. 

If the prayers after mass are a 
vague, throaty murmur, the Bene- 
diction hymns are sung by a faith- 
ful few while the rest hide away 
in a reverent lack of song. I have 
always been interested in the re- 
sponses to the Rosary; from the 
man who says nothing at all to the 
equally devout who says the first 
two words in capital letters:

Humility ... Foundation Of Sanctity 


0 art thou? 

According to Christ’s own 
words, St. John was the “greatest 
man born of woman,” yet he was 
the humblest of all, declaring that 
he was not worthy to loose the 
latch of Christ’s shoes. No one else 
could have been half as worthy, be- 
cause John was born free from 
Original Sin, having been sancti- 
fied in his mother’s womb on the 
day that Mary, bearing Christ in 
her womb, visited Elizabeth. John 
was the greatest saint after Mary, 
and is so recognized in the Litany 
of all Saints, where he is invoked 
immediately after Mary and before 
St. Joseph. 


Humility is the foundation virtue 


of sanctity. Mary credited her high 
vocation to her humility: “He has 
respected the humility of His hand- 
maid and, therefore, henceforth all 
generations shall call me blessed.” 

What is humility? It is the 
awareness of our littleness and of 
our impotence without the grace of 
God. It is the imitation of Christ, 
‘Who said of Himself, “Learn of Me 
because I am meek and humble of 
heart.” It is the result of true 
knowledge of self, the opposite of 
self-assertion. 

Have we special talents? If we 
have, it must be remembered that 
we did not give them to ourselves, 
that they came from God, Who de- 
mands an accounting for their use. 


They are not intended for show or 
self-satisfaction. With St. Paul we 
should ever feel that we have 
nothing that we have not received, 
and that we have no right to boast 
of that which we have received 
gratuitously, either from God or 
from another. 

One who is truly humble is also 
full of charity, because even if he 
should observe faults in others he 
knows that if he is better it is due 
to the grace of God, with which he 
fortunately has cooperated. 

The one who is truly humble ac- 
cepts crosses and trials not only 
with resignation, but cheerfully, 
because they help him to become 
more humble.

_ Then they misrepresent the 
teaching of the Church on Indul- 
gences. Realizing that the verb 
“to indulge” means in English “do- 
ing something to excess,” such 
as drinking, or following one’s ani- 
mal instincts, they charge that the 
grant of an Indulgence was, there- 
fore a “license to sin.” 


The fact is, of course, that an 
Indulgence has nothing to do with 
sin. In Latin the word means 
“pardon, but not of sin. The Sac- 
rament of Penance is for that. An 
indulgence merely remits some or 
all of the temporal punishment due 
to sins repented and already for- 


given. 


That, in most cases, some tem- 
poral punishment is still due after 
people Will have repented and re- 
ceived the Sacrament of Penance 
should be readily admitted by all 
Bible Christians. They know that 
their repentance lacked a great 
deal of sincerity, particularly that 
it did not meet God’s requirements 
for a firm and determined resolu- 
tion of amendment. 


The Bible gives us instances of 
God sending temporal punishments 
even after He directly assured the 
sinner that his sins had been for- 
given. For instance, David, a king 
and prophet, unfortunately was 
charged with murder because he 
wanted a man placed in the front 
ranks.of his army, so that he would 
be killed. This man was the hus- 
band of a woman who bore a child 
to David. Now David repented of 
these sins; in fact, he spent all the 
rest of his life bewailing them, yet 
'God told him that even though his 
sins were forgiven that child, to 
which he was greatly devoted, 
would die. 

We have in all our states a very 
good parallel to the practice of the 
Church in issuing indulgences. A 
man is sentenced to prison for 20 
years; but because he seems to be 
very sorry for his crime, and ex- 
emplifies good conduct in the pris- 
on, a partial indulgence is granted, 
whereby five or ten or 15 years are 
remitted, so that instead of spend- 
ing 20 years in prison he is released 
after five’ years, or even earlier. 

You should be able to talk on 
this subject because it is raised in 
your community every year.

‘Conditional Release’ 


HE Tito government’s official 
announcement that Archbishop 
Stepinac was “conditionally re- 
leased” from prison is viewed here 
by Catholic leaders as leaving basic 
issues unsettled. It is recalled that 
since the Archbishop’s “trial” five 
years ago those familiar with the 
circumstances have consistently af- 
firmed his innocence. 

Prior to the “release” announce- 
ment, the Most Rev. Francis P. 
Keough, Archbishop of Baltimore 
and chairman of the Administra- 
tive Board of the National Cath- 
olic Welfare Conference, in a pub- 
lic statement declared that “only 
one act can redeem the injustice 
done him (Stepinac): His uncondi- 
tional release from prison as token 
to the world that he is an innocent 
man.” 

Students of the situation say 
that a second basic issue, concern- 
ing the end of the persecution and 
the restoration of genuine religious 
freedom in Yugoslavia, is also left 
untouched by the “conditional” re- 
lease. They recall that the Holy 
See pointed out several months ago 
that the problem of the Church in 
Yugoslavia goes far beyond the 
Stepinac case and that the perse- 
cution has created a deplorable 
state of affairs which must be cor- 
rected as a precondition for any 
bearable State-Church relation- 
ship. 

So far as fundamental! issues are 
concerned, the “release” doesn’t 
mean much. It is however, a timely 
propaganda piece for Tito who 
continues to court the West for 
special favors.

—*“Do this in remembrance of Me.” 
(Luke 22:19).

Pope Pius Explains 


Now you might insist observing, 
perhaps, that in the exercise of 
your profession you sometimes 
come across very delicate cases in 
which the risk of motherhood can- 
not be run or must be avoided com- 
pletely, and in which, on the other 
hand, observing the sterile periods 
either does not give sufficient se- 
curity or has to be abandoned for 
other reasons. And then you ask 
how one can still speak of an apos- 
tolate in the service of maternity. 


If in your reliable and experi- 
enced judgment, conditions abso- 
lutely demand a “no,” (that is that 
maternity must be excluded) it 
would be a mistake and a wrong 
to impose or counsel a “yes.” 

Here we are dealing with con- 
crete facts, with a medical not 
theological question, one, there- 
fore, which you are competent to 
handle, But in such cases couples 
do not ask you for a medical an- 
swer, which is necessarily negative, 
but for approval of a “technique” 
of the conjugal act insured against 
the risk of motherhood. 

Here is another occasion on 


which you are called to exercise 


your apostolate, insofar as you do 
not leave any doubt that even in 
such extreme cases every preven- 
tive step and every direct attempt 
upon the life and development of 
the germ is in consciencé prohibit- 
ed and excluded, and that there is 
but one way open, that of com- 
plete abstinence from every com- 
plete exercise of the natural fac- 
ulty. Here your apostolate obliges 
you to clear, sure judgment and 
ealm firmness. 


But it will be objected that such 
abstinence is impossible, that such 
heroism cannot be attained. To- 
day you will hear and read this 
objection on all sides, even from 
those who on account of their duty 
and ability should be able to judge 
very differently. The following ar- 
gument is brought forward as a 
proof: “No one is obliged to do the 
impossible and no reasonable legis- 
lator, it is assumed, wishes by his 
law to oblige people to do the im- 
possible. But, for married couples 
long-term abstinence is impossible. 
Therefore, they are not obliged to 
abstain. The Divine law cannot 
mean this.”

Heroism In Marriage Is Possible 


The following is the fifth part of the address delivered by Pope Pius XII to the Italian 
Catholic Union of Midwives. It discusses moral problems affecting married life and has been 
called the most important pronouncement on marriage since the Encyclical “On Christian Mar- 
riage” by Pope Pius XI, Today's installment deals with sexual abstinence in married life some- 
times required in unusual circumstances. 


Thus, from partly true premises 
a false conclusion is deduced. In 
order to convince yourself of this, 
invert the steps of the argument. 
God does not oblige people to do 
But God obliges 
married people to abstain, if their 
union cannot be fulfilled according

Students’ Regional Worksho 
closed its 3-day session at 
Mary’s and Notre Dame with a 
lenary session in the Notre Dame 
aw auditorium last Sunday. 


The workshop opened its ses-| - 


sions Saturday with an address on 
Catholit Action by the Rt. Rev. 
Msgr. Reynold Hillenbrand. Mon- 
signor Hillenbrand emphasized the 
importance and necessity of the 
lay apostle’ in far-reaching fields 
in which the clergy could not 
reach. He urged the group to read 
Pope Pius XII’s address delivered 
on Christmas, 1948, * concerning 
this problem. 


“The whole effort is based on 


action,” said Monsignor Hillen- 
brand, “and we must get rid of 
provincial Catholics. hen we 


pride ourselves on our Catholic 
faith, we must not become isola- 
tionists but must strengthen the 
bond in the mystical body and 
share our faith by meeting people 
for what they are.” 


“We must strive together for the 
winning of souls, clergy and lay 
apostles, as our economic life 
will never be set right unless we 
Jay our hands to the task.” 


At the afternoon session at St. 
Mary’s the theme of the workshop, 
the role of Christian recreation, 
was introduced by John O’Connell, 
president of the Fort Wayne Re- 
gion and Notre Dame student. He 
defined recreation as a re-direction 
through study and action of indi- 
vidual personalities toward the 
common good. He urged the group 
to convey this theme to others. 


Betty Kiley, chairman of the 
workshop and St. Mary’s student, 
enumerated the work of the com- 
missions and the way in which the 
work may be carried out. She re- 
minded the group that this -work 
is God’s work ‘and that in this 
recreation work could be found 
happiness and God. 


Two panel discussions were held 
Saturday afternoon on _ spiritual 
formations and social problems. 
The spiritual formation~ discussion 
was introduced by a quotation of 
Pope Pius X’s that “the principle 
and indispensable source of the 
true Christian spirit is the lit- 
urgy.”
